A YEAR’S REVIEW OF THE WAR. 
Halleck Handles Freely the Department 
Ge-erals—Blames Some, Praises Some, 
and tells what they all have been 


In the Department of the Tennessee 
General Grant was instructed to drive 
the enemy as far South as possible, 
and destroy their railroad communica- 
tions, then fall back to Memphis, em- 
bark his forces on transports and with 
the assistance of Porter's fleet, reduce 
Vicksburg. The first part of this plan 
was siccessfully executed, the secand 
part failed, for Sherman, with the right 
wing of the army, “found Vicksburg 
much stronger than was expected”— 
and as nothing to the contrary is 
stated, this incorrect idea of the 
strength of Vicksburg doubtless ob- 
tained in the War Department itself. 
Two attacks on Vicksburg were made, 
on the 28th and 29th of December. 
Our loss was 191 killed, 982 wounded 
and 756 missing. At Arkansas Post, 
(which our troops captured January 
llth,) we lost 129 killed, 831 wounded 
and 17 missing. We took at the latter 
place 5,000 prisoners, 17 pieces of can- 
non, 3,000 small arms, 46,000 rounds 
of ammunition and 563 animals. 

Gen. Grant now took the immediate 
command of the army on the Missis- 
sippi, which was largely reinforced. 
Satisfied that Sherman’s failure had 
demonstrated the impregnability of 
the enemy’s north line of works, he 
gave his attention to the canal which 
Gen. Williams, the year before, had 
commenced across the peninsula, in 
hopes of making Vicksburg an inland 
town. 

“This canal had been improperly lo- 
cated, its upper terminus being in an, 
eddy and the lower terminus being ex- 
posed to the enemy’s guns ; neverthe- 
less, it was thought that it could be 
constructed. The canal proving im- 
practicable and,his other plans being 
unsuccessful, he determined to move 
his army by land down the west bank 
of the river, some 70 miles, while 
transports for crossing should run past 
the enemy’s batteries at Vicksburg.” 

The rest of the story of the march 
against, and the seige and capture of 
Vicksburg is told so briefly and well 
that it must be given entire : 

“The danger of running the batter 
ies being very great, and the roads on 
the west side in horrible condition, this 
was a difficult and hazardous expedi- 
ent; but it seemed to be the only 
possible solution of the problem. The 
execution of the plan, however, was 
greatly facilitated by Admiral Farra- 
gut, who had run two. of his vessels 
past the enemy’s batteries at Port 
Hudson and Grand Golf, and cleared 
the river of the enemy’s boats below 
Vicksborg, and finally, through the 
indomitable energy of the commanding | 


Camp Douglas, U. T., Satruday Morning, Febiuary 20, 1864. 
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of Admiral Porter for running the 
enemy’s batteries, the operation 
completely successful. 

The army crossed the river at 
Bruinsburg, April 30th, turned Grand 
Gulf, and engaged te enemy near 
Port Gibson on the Ist, and Fourteen 
Mile Creek on the 8d of May. The 
enemy was defeated in both engage- 
ments, with heavy loss. Gen, Grant 
now moved his forces by rapid marches 
to the north, in order to separate the 
garrison of Vicksburg from the cover- 
ing army of Johnston. This move- 
ment was followed by the battles of 
Raymond, May 12th; of Jackson May 
14th ; of Champion’s Hill, May 16th ; 
and Big Black river bridge, May 17th, 
in all of which our troops were vic- 
torious. Gen. Grant now preceeded 
to invest Vicksburg, In order to 
facilitate Gen. Grant’s operations by 
destroying the enemy’s lines of com- 
munication, and prevent the early con- 
centration of any reinforcements, Col. 
(now Brigadier-General) Grierson was 
sent with a eavalry force from La 
Grange on the 17th of April to traverse 
the interior of tke State of Mississippi. 
This expedition was most successfully 
conducted. It destroyed many of the 
enemy’s railroad bridges, depots, and 
much rolling stock, and reached Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana, in safety on the 2d 
day of May.” 

Qn returning to Vicksburg, Gen. 
Grant found his forces insufficient to 
entirely invest the enemy’s works. 
There was therefore danger that the 
two: bodies of the enemy under Pem- 
berton and Johnston might yet form a 
junction, as it was known that the 
latter was being largely reinforced 
from Bragg’s in Middle and East Ten- 
nessee. Under these cirsumstances 
Gen. Grant determined to attempt to 
carry the place by assault. Two un- 
successful attacks were made May 19 
and 22; but as reinforcements reached 
him a few days after, sufficienly large 
to enable him to completely invest the 
rebel defences, he resorted to the 
slower but more certain operations of 
a regular siege. By the 3d of July 
his saps were so far advanced as to 
render his success certain, and on that 
day General Pemberton proposed an 
armistice and capitalation, which were 
finally ascepted, and Vicksburg sur- 
rendered on the 4th of July. In the 
language of General Grant’s official 
report, the results of this short cam- 
paign were ; | 

‘ The defeat of the enemy in five 
battles outside of Vicksburg, the oc 
cupation of Jackson, the Capital of 
the State of Mississippi, and the cap- 
ture of Vicksburg and its garrison and 
munitions of war; a loss to the enemy 
of $7,000 prisoners, among whom 
were 15 general officers; at least 
10,000 killed and wounded ; and 
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Although the State Senate of California, by 
the aid of Copperhead votes, has declined to 
pass the bill to repeal the Specific Contract 
law of last Session, the newspapers keep, up 
the fire and California is in a ferment over the 
proposition: Secretary Chase has telegraphed 
to members of the Legislature declaring the 
law now en the Statate book to be in contra- 
vention of the policy of the Gevernmeat in 
its efforts to suppress the rebellion and urging 
its repeal. Parties seem to he ranging them- 
selves on platforms for or against the repeal, 
and it is strange to see some of the most pro- 
minent gentlemen, heretofore: in the front 
rank of Republicans, assuming positions 
antagonistic to the Adminigtration on the 
vital question of National currency. It is 
difficult to sry what will be the result of this 
contest, but it is to be hoped that the loyal 
men of California will ramge themselves on the 
side of their country and throw no obstacle in 
the way of the Government in the prosecution 
of the war against rebellion. _ 

Will the sticklers for a gold currency, who 
declare that all the business of California is 
based on hard money, and who repudiate to a 
certain extent Uncle Sam’s Greenbacks, bear 
in mind, that California’s hardy and patriotic 
sons who enlisted in the Volunteer forces now 
receive their mere pittance im the very cur- 
rency which California spurns, and by her 
action is every day depreciating? Wal the 
rights of the soldiers be remembered im the 
midst of this contest to save California from 
what is termed a depreciated paper currency ? 
If the opponents of Greenbacks succeed in 
maintaining their position, it is to be hoped 
that consistency and a sentiment of ordinary 
justice will lead them to remember the claims 
of the Califernia Volunteers now serving their 
country wherever that country needs their 
strong arms. When the soldiers of the column 
of Utah enlisted their names in the roll of 
their country’s defenders, and for a time after- 
wards not only was it held out to them that 
they would be permitted to participate in the 
active scenes of the war on the Potomac, but 
they were paid their small monthly allowance 
in gold coin. For nearly two years, however, 
they have received nothing but Treasury 
Notes whose market value has ranged from 75 
cente down to the present price of 65 cents on 
the dollar. 

The California Senate has decided that 
Treasury Notes are not, and shall not be, the 
currency of the State; that their public 
officers from Governors and Judges down to 
Constables and porters may demand and re- 
ceive their stipend in hard gold ; and that all 
shall be placed on an equal footing, excepting 
alone the soldier who left home and friends to 
serve his country in its hour of need! She 
practically says that depreciated paper is not 
good enough for her sons at home, but for the 
soldier on the battle field or in the desert wild 
itisample. By her own course in repudiat- 
ing the National currency, in which her troops 
are paid, she still further depreciates and 
lessens the pay of her soldiers unselfishly 
doing their duty abroad. The very least that 
the patriotism and good sense of the California 
Legislature can do, is to forthwith pass an 
Act appropriating from the Treasury an 
amount sufficient to cover the depreciation of 
Treasury Notes daring the past t vo years. That 
depreciation bas averaged at least 25 per cent, 
nud we trust some friend of the Volunteers, in 
the Legislature, or some lover of justice and 
consistency, will introduce such a bill at an 
early day. 

There is not a loyal State in the Union that 
has not strained every nerve to ameliorate the 
condition of its volunteers, and most of them 
have appropriated, in the shape of hounties 
or increased pay, millions of dollars. By this 
oeans enlistments have been promoted and 
the Government materially aided in the sup- 
pression of rebellion. California bas much 
yet to do, which it were a burning shame to 
leave undone. Let it not be said that while, 
on one pretext or another, the Legislature bas 
repudiated tho National curreacy, it has, also,

said that she has’ declared it is sufficient for 
her Volunteers, who receive thirteen dollars 
per month, in depreciated paper for the most

passage of such an Act as that above referred 
to, if the Legislature is determined to adhere 
to ftw Squivocal course of maintainicg a gold 
currency in edutravention of the policy gf the 
Government, if not, indeed, of the express 
laws oftheland. 

Will not some of the loyal journals of Cali- 
fornia call the attention of the Legislature to 
this matter, and urge it to do at feast common 
justice to California's soldiers. whose rights of 
franchise even have been taken away by the 


late decision of the Supreme Court.

The Great Question. 


From San Francisco, Marin, Nevada, 
and >onoma, petitious were presented 
in the Senate to-day, strenuously op- 
posing the repeal of the existing coin 
currency. On the other hand, the 
troops at Camp Union, through their 
commanding officer, favor the bill now 
before the Senate. The following let- 
ter is from Col. Brown : 

lirap-Quarters, Caup Untoy, ) 
February 10th, § 

Sir: I take the liberty of trans- 
mitting to yom a petition signed by 
the men under my command, now at 
Camp Union, asking of the present 
Legislature a repeal of the “Specific 
Contract Law.” Inasmuch, however, 
as the soldicrs in the service of the 
United States, who are shedding rivers 
of blood and laying down thousands 
of lives in defense of their beloved 
country, are paid in Treasury Notes 
for their toil, their suffering, their pa- 
tience, their self-denial, it may be said 
by those opposed to the further prose- 
cution of the war, that they are inter- 
ested directly in the result of your ac- 
tion, and hence should not be heeded 
in their petition. To such, and the 
enemies of their country, they would 
say that they stop not to inquire if 
some may gain or others lose by your 
action in the matter. But it is suffi- 
cient for them to know that this war 
has been carried on, and is now being 
brought toa successful termination, 
by the paper currency of the Govern- 
ment. Without it Vicksburg would 
not have been taken, Port Hudson 
would not have fallen, Chattanooga 
would not have been won, Charleston 
would not now be in danger, nor 
would the numberless seaports of the 
enemy have been closed. Our splen- 
did Navy would not have had an ex- 
istence, and those monster iron-clads 
and monitors, which command the ad- 
miration of the world, would have 
been unknown. 

In a word, we assert what we _ be- 
lieve all must ¢oncede, that this war 
would have terminated to our cternal 
shame, many months ago. Knowing 
this, we ask at the hénde of the pres- 
ent Legislature, which represents the 
“Union” seritiments of the people of

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Although the State Senate of California, by 
the aid of Copperhead votes, has declined to 
pass the bill to repeal the Specific Contract 
law of last Session, the newspapers keep, up 
the fire and California is in a ferment over the 

proposition:” Secretary Chase has telegraphed 

to members of the Legislature declaring the 
law now on the Statate book to be in contra- 
vention of the policy of the Gevernmeat in 
its efforts to suppress the rebellion and urging 
its repeal. Parties seem to he ranging them- 
selves on platforms for or against the repeal, 
and it is strange to see some of the most pro- 
minent gentlemen, beretofore in the front 
rank of Republicans, assuming positions 
antagonistic to the Administration on the 
vital question of National currency. It is 
difficult to sry what will be the result of this 
contest, but #t is to be hoped that the Icyal 
men of California will ramge themselves on the 
side of their country and throw no obstacle in 
the way of the Government in the prosecution 
of the war against rebellion. | 

Will the sticklers for a gold currency, who 
declare that all the business of California is 
based on hard money, and who repudiate to a 
certain extent Uncle Sam’s Greenbacks, bear 
in mind, that California’s hardy and patriotic 
sons who enlisted in the Volunteer forces now 
receive their mere pittance in the very cur- 
rency which California spurns, and by her 
action is every day depreciating? Wl the 
rights of the soldiers be remembered im the 
midst of this contest to save California from 
what is termed a depreciated paper currency ? 
If the opponents of Greenbacks succeed in 
maintaining their position, it is to be hoped 
that consistency and a sentiment of ordinary 
justice will lead them to remember the claims 
uf the Califernia Volunteers now serving their 
country wherever that country needs their 
strong arms. When the soldiers of the column 
of Utah enlisted their names in the roll of 
their country’s defenders, and for a time after- 
wards not only was it held out to them that 
they would be permitted to participate in the 
active scenes of the war on the Potomac, but 
they were paid their small monthly allowance 
in gold coin. For nearly two years, however, 
they have received nothing but Treasury 
Notes whose market value has ranged from 75 
cente down to the present price of 65 cents on 
the dollar. 

The California Senate has decided that 
Treasury Notes are not, and shall not be, the 
currency of the State; that their public 
officers from Governors and Judges down to 
Constables and porters may demand and re- 
ceive their stipend in hard gold ; and that all 
shall be placed on an equal footing, excepting 
alone the soldier who left home and friends to 
serve his country in its hour of need! She 
practically says that depreciated paper is not 
food enough for ber sons at home, but for the 
soldier on the battle field or in the desert wild 
itis ample. By her own course in repudiat- 
ing the National currency, in which her troops 
are paid, she still further depreciates and 
lessens the pay of ber soldiers unselfishly 
doing their duty abroad. The very least that 
the patriotism and good sense of the California 
Legislature can do, is to forthwith pass an 
Act appropriating from the Treasury an 
amount sufficient to cover the depreciation of 
Treasury Notes daring the past t vo years. That 
depreciation bas averaged at least 25 per cent, 
nnd we trust some friend of the Volunteers, in 
the Legislature, or some lover of justice and 
consistency, will introduce such a bill at an 
early day. 

There is not a loyal State in the Union that 
hag not strained every nerve to ameliorate the 
condition of its volunteers, and most of them 
have appropriated, in the shape of bounties 
or increased pay, millions of dollars. By this 
oeans enlistments have been promoted and 
the Government materially aided in the sup- 


* pression of rebellion. California has much 
yet to do, which it were a burning shame to : 


leave undone. Let it not be said that while, 
on one pretext or another, the Legislature bas 
repudiated the National currency, it has, also, 
proven that selfishness is at the bottom of its

The Great Question. 


From San Francisco, Marin, Nevada, 
and Sonoma, petitious were presented 
in the Senate to-day, strenuously op- 
posing the repeal of the existing coin 
currency.

Iinap-Qrarters, Came Unto, ) 
February 10th, 64. § 

Sir: I take the bberty of trans- 
mitting to yon a petition signed by 
the men under my command, now at 
Camp Union, asking of the present 
Legislature a repeal of the “Specific 
Coutract Law.” Inasmuch, however, 
as the soldiers in the service of the 
United States, who are shedding rivers 
of blood and laying down thousands 
of lives in defense of their beloved 
country, are paid in Treasury Notes 
for their toil, their suffering, their pa- 
tience, their self-denial, it may be said 
by those opposed to the further prose- 
cution of the war, that they are inter- 
ested directly in the result of your ac- 
tion, and hence should not be heeded 
in their petition. To such, and the 
enemies of their country, they would 
say that they stop not to inquire if 
some may gain or others lose by your 
action in the matter. But it is sufli- 
cient for them to know that this war 
has been carried on, and is now being 
brought to a successful termination, 
by the paper currency of the Govern- 
ment. Without it Vicksburg would 
not have been taken, Port Hudson 
would not have fallen, Chattanooga 
would not have been won, Charleston 
would not now be in danger, nor 
would the numberless seaports of the 
enemy have been closed. Our splen- 


did Navy would not have had an ex- 


istence, and those monster iron-clads 
and monitors, which command the ad- 
miration of the world, would have 
been unknown. 

In a word, we assert what we be- 
lieve all must concede, that this war 
would have terminated to our cternal 
shame, many months ago. Knowing 
this, we ask at the hands of the pres- 
ent Legislature, which represents the 
“Union” sentiments of the people of

Of the wounded many were but 
slightly wounded, and continued on 
duty ; many more required but a few 
days or weeks fur their recovery. Not 
more than one-Half-of wotinded 
were permanently disabled. When 
we consider the character of the coun- 
try in which the’ army operated, the 
formidable obstacles to be overcome, 
the number of forces and the strength 
of the enemy’s works, we cannot fail 
to admire the courage and endurance 
of the troeps, and the skill and daring 
of their commander. 

No more brilliant exploit can be found 

in military history. It has been al- 
leged, and the allegation has been 
widely circulated by the press, that 
Gen. Grant, in the conduct of his cam- 
paign, positively disobeyed the in- 
structions of his superiors. It is 
hardly necessary to remark that Gen. 
Grant never disobeyed an order or in- 
struction, but always carried out to 
the best of his ability every wish or 
suggestion. made.to him by the Gov- 
ernment. Moreover, he has never com- 
plained that the Government did not 
furnish him with all the means and as- 
sistance in its power, to facilitate the 
execution of any plan he saw fit to 
adopt.” | 

While the main army was before or 
rather behind Vicksburg, the enemy’s 
force on the west side of the river 
made unsuccessfol attacks on Milli- 
ken’s Bend, June 6th, and Lake Prov- 
idence, June 10th. Our loss at the 
former place was 101 killed, 285 
wounded and 266 missing. It was at 
these. places that the colored troops 
thoroughly established their reputa- 
tion for bravery, and the opportunity 
was the first oue afforded them. Sher- 
man, after Vicksburg’s capitulation, 
started in pursuit of Johnston. The 
enemy retreated to Jackson, Missis- 
sippi. Sherman took the place with 
764 prisoners, 2 rifled guns, and a 
large quantity of ammunition. His 
own loss in killed, wounded and mis- 
sing, was 1,000. | 

An expedition to Yazoo City took 
300 prisoners, captured 1 steamer, 
burned 5, took 6 cannon, 250 small 
arms, and 800 horses and mules. Oth- 
er expeditions were almost equally 
fruitful. Then the army rested. 

The withdrawal of troops from Ar- 
kansas to Missouri and from Missouri 
to reinforce Grant, left the enemy free 
to do much mischief in Arkansas and 
on its northern borders. Generals 
Blunt, Herron, Prentiss and Steele, by 


| cost of several sexere battles, blocked 
| | their game, took Little Rock and drove 


the enemy out of the State. The priv- 
ciple battles in this department were : 

A running fight, November 18, 1862, 
-at Cave Hill in the Boston mountains, 
our loss. under Blunt, 4 killed and 36 
wounded. The enemy's under Marma- 

Encounter at Prairie Grove, Blunt 
end ‘Herron commending the Union 
troops. Ourlose 26 kifed, 798 wound- 
ed, 183 missing, total 1,148. The 
enemy suffered still more and retreat- 
ed at night across the Boston moun- 
tains. 

Marmaduke attacked Springfield, 
Mo., early in January with from 4,000 
to 6,000 men. Our militia, convales- 
cents, and citizens to. the number of 
1,000, successfully defended the place, 
with a loss of 14 killed, 145 wounded 
and 5 missing—total 164. 

Skirmish at Hartsville, January 11. 
Our loss 7 killed, 64 wounded. We 
captured 27 prisoners. 

July 16th, Blunt routed the enemy 
near Henry Springs, Indian Territory. 
Our loss 17 killed, 60 wounded. The 
enemy lost 150 killed, 400 wounded, 
and 77 prisoners, besides one piece of 
artillery. 100 stand of arms and 15 
guns. 

The enemy attacked Helena, July 
4th. Gen. Prentiss repnised them 
with a heavy loss and 1,100 prisoners. 
Our total loss was 250. 

At the capture of Little Rock, Sep- 
tember 10th, our loss was less than 
100. We took 1,000 prisoners. 


Gen. Halleck commenting on the 
lawless raids on the Kansas border 
says : 

“Tt has been proposed to depopu- 
late the frontier counties of Missvuri 
and to lay waste the country on the 
border, so as to prevent its furnishing 
any shelter or subsistence to these 
bands of murderers. Such measures 
are within the recognized laws of war. 
They were adopted by Wellington in 
Portugal, and by the Russian armies 
in the campaign of 1812; but they 
shonld be adupted only in cases of 
overruling necessity. The execution 
of Gen. Schofield’s order on this sub- 
ject has been suspended, and it is 
hoped that it will not be necessary 
hereafter to renew it.” 

Gen Pope has had charge of the de- 
partment of the Northwest. Several 
battles with the savages have been 
fought, and always with success on 
the white man’s side. ‘“ Recent hos- 
tilities in Idaho may render it neces- 
sary to send a military expedition into 
that Territory early in the spring.” 

Following is all that the report con- 
tains concerning the Department of 
the Pacific: 

“This department has been most 
signally exempt from the evils of civil 
war, and consequently has enjoyed 
unexampled prosperity. ‘Some thefts 
and robberies having been committed 
by roving bands of Indians on the 
overland stage route in January last, 
Gen, Connor marched with a small 
force to Bear River, Idaho Territory, 
where, on the 29th, he overtook and 
completely defeated them in a severe 


battle, in which he killed 224 of the 


a series Of swift marches and at the 


300, and captured 115 of their horses. 
His own loss, in killed and wounded) 
was 68, out of 200. Many of his men 

‘were severely injured by the frost. 
Since this severe punishment the Indi- 
ans in that quarter have ceased to 

commit depredations on the whites.” 

In New Mexico the troops have been 
principally employed in opening and 
guarding roads to the gold mines of 

Arizona. | 

In the Department of Ohio there 
have been lively times. March 30th, 

1868, Gen. Gilmore defeated Pegram 

near Somerset Ky. Our total loss 30. 

The enemy lost 500. In June the reb- 

els attempting a raid into Harrison 

county, Ind., were driven back with a 
loss of 58 prisoners. About the same 
time Col. Sanders captured, near Knox- 
ville, 10 pieces of artillery, 1,000 stand

About the time of Lee’s inva- 

siun of Maryland, John H. Morgan, 
rebel, made a raid into Indiana and 

Ohio, intending probably to strike in- 

to Virginia and join Lee.

taken prisoner. Burnside took Knox- 
ville on the lst of September, and 
|Cumberland Gap on the Tth. So East 

Tennessee was restored with scarcely 
the loss of a man. But Burnside is 
not let off without criticism : 


“As the country between Dalton and 
the Little Tennessee was still open to 
the enemy, Gen. Burnside was cau- 
tioned to move down by the north bank 
of the river, so as to secure the fords 
and cover his own and Rosecrans’s com- 
munications from rebel raids. 
vur forces concentrated near Chatta- 
nooga, the enemy would be compelled 
either to attack us in position or to 
retreat further into Georgia. If he 
should attempt a flank movement on 
Cleveland, his own communication 
would be cut off and his army destroy- 
ed. But although repeatedly urged to 
effect this junction with the Army of the 
Cumberland, General Burnside relained 
most of his forces in the upper valley, 
which was still threatened near the 
Virginia line by a small rebel force 
under Same Jones. 

“On the 21st of September, Colonel 
Foster had a skirmish with the enemy 
near Bristol, on the Virginia line, and 
on the 10th and 11th of October an- 
other sharp engagement took place at 
Blue Springs. The enemy was de- 
feated with a heavy loss in killed and 
wounded, and 150 prisoners. Our loss 
was about 100. After the battle of 
Chickamauga the enemy pushed for- 
ward a column into East Teunessee, 
to threaten Burnside’s position at Lou- 
don, and to cover a cavalry raid upon 
Rosecrans’s communications. 

“Unfortunately, Gen. Burnside had 
occupied Philadelphia and other points 
on the south side of the river with 
small garrisons, The enemy surprised 
some of these forces, and captured six 
guns, fifty wagons and some 600 or 
700 prisoners. The remainder retreated 
to Loudon, and succeeded in holding 
the crossing of the river. In the mean- 
time, Jones had moved down on the 


north side of the Holsten river td|
